Clem 
Schonhoff, a workhouse guard, and Joseph 
Councelle, a city meter inspector, are pris- 
oners at the Four Courts, Schonoff suffer- 
ing from a slight bullet wound received in 
the same fight. George Malaney, a Frank- 
lin avenue saloon keeper, is also a patient 
at the City Hospital with a bullet wound 
in his jaw. 

None of the men has given the police 
what is regarded as an accurate account of 
the fight. 

The bartender at the Well saloon says 
the four men came to the saloon about 3 
a’eclock Sunday Binet and that after 
they had been drinking in the place nearly 
an hour, a quarrel arose, and all drew re- 
volvers and began shootin 

Maloney, who lives at 2631 Cook avenue, 
was the first of the wounded to apply at 
the City Dispensary for treatment. He 
said that he had been shot while resisting 
a highwayman, but later admitted that he 
was wounded in a saloon brawl. Whiie 
the ambulance was on the way to the City 
Hospital with him, Gallagher was found 
at the corner of Twenty-first and Market 
streets, in charge of Councelle. Schonhoff 
was arrested later. 

Gallagher lives at 1333 North Eighth 
street, Schonhoff at 1516 Cass avenue, and 
Councelle at 1549 North Seventeenth street.

Facts Which Turned the Investiga- 
tion Toward Joseph Heitger, With 
Whom Miss Schafer Quarreled and 
His Story of His Movements on the 
Night of Murder.

BEDFORD, Ind., Feb. 1—The police be- 
lieve they can put their hands on the 
murderer of Miss Sarah-Schafer, the High 
School teacher wha was killed ten days 
ago. : 

They are satisfied in their own minds 
but the evidence 


not yet to be had. They hope and expect 
to complete the chain upon which they are 
working within a short time. Meanwhile 
the suspected man is under constant sur- 
veillance. 

Today the detectives declare that beyond 
all possibility of doubt the man can be de- 
scribed as follows: 

He is a member of a prominent ie in 
Bedford. 

He is a young man. 

He possesses a fiery and ungovernable 
temper. 

He is impulsive and quick. 

He is the author of the mysterious letters 
that Miss Schafer received, read and tore 
to pieces, and to which she referred only 
in brief and guarded conversations. 

He is popular and stands prominently in 
the leading circles of Bedford society. 

He was formerly very friendly with the 
girl, but left her some time ago in anger. 


Did Heitger 
Prove an Alibi ?, 


Immédiately following the murder of 
Miss Schafer, the authorities’ summoned 
Joseph Heitger to tell what he knew about 
the crime, and .explain his own relations 
to Miss Schafer. This step was taken be-

On the day of the murder, at 5:45 o'clock 
Heitger left the office of one of the most 
prominent physicians in this city, to go to | 
his home. He walke1d in the direction of his | 
home, and he was seen to turn the corner 
of the street, half a square from his house. 
Mr. and Mrs. Monyhan have rooms at i 
Heitger home, and take their meals at the 
house of Mrs. Clara Mitchell. They left 
Mrs. Mitchell’s house between 6:20 and 
6:30 o’clock p. m., walking through a heavy 
rain five squares, and they say they 
reached their room between 6:35 and 6:46 
o'clock. They are inclined to think the 
latter time was correct. They saw Heit- 
ger come downstairs, dressed to go to a 
basketball game. Heitger says he did not 
leave the house immediately, but went in- 
tec his mother’s room and talked with her 
a short time. He says he got to the basket- 
ball game about 7 o'clock. A witness be- 
fore the court of inquiry says that he (the 
witness) got to the basketball game at 
7:15 o'clock, and that it was a little later 
than that when Heitger arrived. As to the 
time of his arrival at the basketball game, 
there is a dispute among the witnesses, 
and most of them.give testimony that bear 
out Heitger’s statement. It is about three 
and a half squares from Heitger’s home 
to the old library building, and his shortest 
route would be past the alley where this 
murder was committed. It will be shown

Long Overcoat. 

It will be remembered that a tall man 
with a long overcoat reaching below his 
knees was secn in the locality of the mur- 
der, and it is thohght by every one that 
this was probably the man who committed 
the crime.. Heitger wore such an overcoat. 
The man carried an umbrella, and so did 
Heitger. But no one pretends that he 
recognized this man as Heitger. Walter 
Owens, whose word is good, stood on his 
porch and saw a tall man with a lorg over- 
coat walk down Fourteent} street. A 
man was coming up Fourteenth street. 
The tall man turned to avoid meeting this 
man, walked to the corner of L street, 
went across to the Blliott corner and stood 
there until the other man was out of sight, 
then retraced his steps across the street 
and stopped at a tree between the houses 
of Mr. Duncan and Mr. Pittman, in Four- 
teenth street. These houses are next 
houses to that of Mr. Owens. Mr. Owens 
went into the house. It was then 6:20 
o'clock. When he went out a minute or 
two later the tall man was gone. Owens 
passed the alley where the murder was 
committed about 6:30 o’clock, and no one 
was in sight. Mr. Mills. an insurance 
agent, who lives in Terre Haute, ate sup- 
per at Mrs. Johnson's. He told the court 
of inquiry that he saw the tall man with 
the long coat and umbrella on the op- 
posite side of the stfeet before Miss Scha- 
fer left .Mrs. Johnson's.

“AN EARLY PRIMARY 


Question of Date’to Be Discussed To- 
night at Meeting of City 
. Committee. 


Whether ‘the Demogratic city central 
committee, at its meeting at the Jefferson 
Club~-tonight, will call an éarly primary 
or will merely discuss the date for the 
primary in an intormal manner, it was 
made clear this morning that the commit- 
tee is in faver of an early primary and 
that the supporters of Harry B, Hawes 
believe an early St. Louis city primary 
will be beneficial to his campaign in the 
state. 4 

The meeting tonight is the regular bi- 
monthly session of the committee, accord- 
ing to Louis Kunz; committeeman for the 
Tenth ward, who, with George Friday of 
the Twelfth wards constitutes the entire 
Folk representation on the committee. Mr. 
Kunz says he does not know that the ques- 
tion of an early or a late primary will 
come up for final settlement tonight. It is 
the understanding of Mr. Kunz that the 
Folk supporters are in favor of a late pri- 
mary. 

it is the custom of the city committee 


to call the local primary at a date close 
upon that of the eleciion. This habit was 
formed when the country wagged the city. 
In the present campaign, peculiar in many 
other respects, the city is relied on to wag 
the country. State Coa. OO}! Inspector 
William J. Flynn, central committeeman 
from the Thirteenth ward, says it will 
wag for Hawes. 

“I was never in favor of a late primary,” 
said Mr. Flynn to the. Post-Dispatch this 
morning. “It crowds things all into a 
bunch just before the election. In this 
particular campaign I am more than ever 
in favor of an early primary. There is no 
secret in the fact that only two members 
of the city central committee are Folk 
men. So if the committee decides finally 
in favor of an early primary, it may go 
about .its work authorizing. it without any 
secrecy. 

“The committee is not likely to take the 
matter up at the meeting tonight, but I 
believe it will call an early primary if 
for ng other reason than to disabuse the 
minds of some Democrats in the state of 
the notion that Fo'k has any party ollow- 
ing in St. Louis.

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TO PROTECT THEATER GOERS. 
© Mr. Edward Atkinson of Boston offers the Massachusetts 
\ Megislature a bill for the protection of theater goers which con- 
tains provisions practical and easy to enforce. 
bill provides for the monthly inspection of every theater 
and place of public assembly. The inspection shall include such 
points as construction, interior fittings, stage and mechanism of 
‘the stage auditorium, exits, water supply, apparatus for ex- 
tinguishing fire, etc. The ratings based on these inspections 
Tange from ag to excellent, according to the judgment of the 
~ duspector. The reports and ratings are to be filed with the 
responsible authority and copies in large and conspicuous, type 
posted in the theaters and halls in conspicuous places aq & warn: 
ing or assurance of safety to the public. 
A measure of this kind would direct public attention forcibly 
to the condition in the theater and so keep the management up 
to the mark. No manager could afford to bave his place ad- 
vertised by public authority us “bad,” meaning that it is a 
fire trap. All would endeavor to get the best rating possible. 
This is the suggestion of a man known as ultra practical. It 
be considered by the mayor and Assembly in shaping the 
needed to perfect the system of safeguards in St.
